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INTENSIVE CAMPAIGN CLOSES. 

Our intensive campaign was brought 
to a close on the evening of August 
31. The field workers were all dis- 
missed and the campaign office in St. 
Louis maintained so long through 
many interruptions finally became a 
thing of the past. The assets of the 
campaign in detail were laid before 
the Executive Committee and before 
a meeting of the St. Louis Trustees. 
It was the judgment of all that the 
conditions of the New York Boards 
as required on August 31 had been 


met. This does not, however, provide | 


for the expenses of the campaign 
which must be met by additional sub- 
scriptions before the pledges of the 
Rockefeller Foundation and the Pres- 
byterian College Board can be col- 
lected. 

We take this means of expressing 
our great appreciation of the many 
generous and even self-denying sub- 
scriptions that have made possible our 
present success. In due time the 
Bursar will send to the subscribers 
formal notices of the maturity of in- 
stallments due from them. We also 
appreciate very much the interest ex- 
pressed by many who were: unable to 


: subscribe at the time. 





We trust that 
we may soon have their help in pro- 
viding for the remaining urgent needs. 


The last days of the campaign were 
anxious ones for all friends of West- 
minster. Inquiries as to the outlook. 
were coming in for days before the. 
campaign closed and afterward a 
multitude of friends telephoned. wrote, 
and inquired personally as to the final 
result. The only answer that eould 
be given was that the full $500,000 
had not been secured, but that it was 
hoped that the final summing up of the 
pledges would show that the condi- 
tions laid down by both New York 
Boards to be met August 31, had been 
met. 

The report shows $425,216 in cash 
and pledges, counting now the pledge 
of the Presbyterian Board at $25,000. 
While it is a disappointment that the 
entire amount was not subscribed by 
August 31, yet the results are far bet- 
ter than was thought possible by many 
of those most closely in touch with all 
the circumstances. 

What the difficulties have been can 
best be shown by a brief review of 
the campaign which we venture to 
write in the absence of Dr. Reed. Two 











years ago last May the Rockefeller 
Board offered Westminster $100,000 
upon condition that we raise an ad- 
ditional $200,000, the entire sum to 
. be added to the endowment, and thus 
to’ produce a permanent income. Fol- 
lowing this, the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Presby- 
terian Church pledged 5 per cent of 
their receipts for the year 1921-22, an 
amount which was at first estimated 
‘at $100,000. This offer was made on 
condition that $400,000 should be sub- 
seribed, including the Rockefeller 
pledge. It afterwards proved that 
their receipts were much less than 
their expectations, reducing the value 
of their pledge to $25,000, figured ‘on 
the basis of last year. It is not yet 
known just how much it will be this 
year. 

‘ Although Westminster had com- 
pleted a campaign eighteen months be- 
fore and although the time was not 
altogether favorable, yet Dr. Reed and 
the board of trustees felt that they 
must make every effort to meet the 
conditions that would secure this 
$200,000, as it was then estimated. 


Two years ago, therefore, a cam- 
paign was begun for a total of $500, 
000, a sum including both of these 
large conditional pledges. The work 
was hardly organized and getting 
under headway when at the meeting 
of the U. S. Synod in the fall of 1920 
the United Education Campaign was 
launched in the Southern Presbyterian 
Church of Missouri. This United 
Campaign of Westminster, Synodical, 
the School of the Ozarks and the Ken- 
tucky Theological Seminary at Louis- 
ville closed in May, 1921. Westmin- 
ster immediately resumed her individ- 
ual campaign and was well organized 
for the final drive by the opening of 
the. fall, when the Northern Presby- 
terian Church decided to inaugurate a 


united campaign and Westminster was 
yoked up with Park and the student 
work at the State University. At the 
close of this joint campaign in April, 
1922, there were only four months re- 
maining in which to complete the work 
and in that time Dr. Reed and his 
force of canvassers secured $180,000, 
an average of $45,000 per month. 

Every housewife knows the fate of 
the cake that is taken from the oven 
and allowed to cool off several times 
while it is being baked. That is what 
happened to our campaign. More 
than once during these trying two 
years everyone seemed discouraged 
and ready to give up—except Dr. Reed. 
It is only because of his persevering 
and unconquerable spirit that such 
large results were obtained. Never 
before in twenty-two years of his col- 
lege work has he failed in any finan- 
cial campaign to reach the goal set, 
and it is worth noting in this case that 
the $425,000 obtained is short of the 
$500,000 desired by $75,000, the exact 
amount of the shrinkage of the pledge 
of the General Education Board of 
the Presbyterian Church, as explained 
above. In other words, Dr. Reed 
raised the amount that was estimated 
as his share when the campaign be-’ 
gan. 


THE FACULTY. 


Very few changes were necessary 
in the faculty for the present year, 
and such changes as were made 
brought in no one who was unacquaint- 
ed with Westminster. 

Prof. J. B. Reeves returns to his 
position as head of the English de- 
partment after t-vo years spent in 
post-graduate work at Cornell Uni- 
versity. He received the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy in June. His 
thesis, “The Hymn Book as Poetry,” 
is to be published in book form. 

Mr. J. S. Machin, who was gradu- 








ated from Westminster in 1921, returns 
as an instructor in mathematics after 
a year of post-graduate work in the 
University of Illinois. He was award- 
ed the degree M. S. in August. The 
subject of his thesis was, “Oxidation 
of Ferrous Sulphate to Ferric Sul- 
phate by Means of Air.” 


Mr. W. J. Hamilton gave up _his 
work as an instructor in history and 
English at the end of the-year to en- 
ter Harvard for post-graduate work 
in the department of history, and Mr. 
M. D. Burke, instructor in mathe- 
matics, resigned his position to take 
a course in engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. 

Prof. H. C. Heath was awarded the 
degree M. S. by the University of 
Chicago, September 1. His special 
work and his thesis were on “Carters- 
ville Shale as a Source of Potash for 
Growing Plants.” 


THE HONOR ROLL. 


For several years it has been the 
custom to publish at the close of each 
semester an honor roll, made up of 
the names of those students who have 
made grades of 90 or above in every 
subject.

DEBATING PROSPECTS. 


Plans for the debating schedule are 
being made early in the hope that a 
trip to the East may be arranged in 
addition to that to Wyoming, where 
a debate with the University of Wy- 
oming will conclude the trip. Several 
debates will be held in Missouri, con- 
tracts with Culver-Stockton and Cen- 
tral having already been signed. The 
question for debate has not yet been 
selected. 

Of the last 40 debates, Westmin- 
ster’s teams have won 34, and in win- 
ning six straight last year the Blue 
Jay debaters made it two years with- 
out a single defeat. 

Three members of last year’s vic- 
torious teams have returned to col- 
lege; Capt. S. P. Clay, ’24, S. M. Wil- 
son, 723, and C. B. Grow, ’23. Many 
new men, among them a half dozen ex- 
perienced high school debaters, ex- 
pect to try out for the team and an- 
other successful season seems assured. 


1922 FOOT BALL. 
Westminster football prospects for 
this fall could be brighter, but when 
we consider the fact that the best 
teams are not always developed from 





the most promising squads, we.can 


take heart and look forward to a hard ' 


fight and some well-earned victories. 

The material on hand will be light 
as compared to previous Westminster 
teams, as well as the average of the 
conference. The line will be practi- 
cally new with but three letter men of 
last year returned. The back field 
positions will be filled by new men, 
with possibly two exceptions. The 
new line material, as well as the men 
from last year’s team, will be rather 
light, but from all appearances will 
be full of fight and with plenty of 
speed. We have several first-class 
back field men among the freshmen. 
For the first time in several seasons 
it seems the back field will have speed 
and power and in sufficient numbers 
to insure consistent performance. 

The 1922 schedule holds seven con- 
ference games, three at home and four 
on foreign fields, with the eighth game 
a non-conference battle on the home 
field.
